Monday’s heavy preponderante of 
Republican votes was’ in sharp con- 
trast with the record of the last three 
State elections. In .1932, President 
Roosevelt got.871,000 votes in.Mich- 
igan, against :739,894 for Herbert 
Hoover. In April, 1933, Dr. Voelker 
was elected superintendent of -pub- 
lic instruction over Webster H. Pear- 
ce, Republican incumbent, 598,339 to 
485,800. This was. the high point for 
the Democrats in Michigan, Voelker’s

for dipping flocks internal and exter- 
val parasites of aheep can be. control- 
led at very low cost, according to-the 
animal husbandry department ° at 
Michigan State College. 

It has been possible to treat - as 
many as 1,800 sheep in one day: by 
‘combining the efforts“of the flock 
owners and by using the tank and 
sorting pens designed by agricultural 
engineers at the College. The sheep 
ere drenched for. internal .parasités 
while they are in the pens waiting to 
be dipped. Both treatments cost less 
than two cents per head. 

Improvements obtained from the 
treatments include ‘better fleeces and 
kigher. wool. prices and more rapid 
gainsin weight of the animals. Flocks 
infested with -mites or lice have 
ragged fleeces: and the animals them- 
selves are kept in poor flesh by’ the 
annoyance of the insects. Internal 
parasites: are a direct drain upon the 
vitality of animals, Lowering vitality 
makes the animals susceptible to di-
